HE Corporation erefted by our Jate gracious 

Sovereign King WILLIAM for the Propaga- 
tion of the Goſpel in Foreign Parts, having by their 
great Zeal in carrying on that good Work ſo far 
exhauſted their Stock, as to be obliged to have Re- 
courſe to His Majeſty for Aſſiſtance; I do with great 
Pleaſure communicate to your Lordſhip the gracious 


Letter, which He hath been pleaſed to ſend me in 
Anſwer to their Requeſt, 


You will therein ſee, how highly His Majeſty 
approves this Undertaking ; and how ready He is to 
give His Royal Countenance, and Encouragement to 
it: What Liberty He hath granted for a publick Col- 
lection; and what Commands He hath laid upon us, 
that Publication of His faid Letter be made within our 
reſpeCtive Dioceſes ; and that the Miniſters in each 
Pariſh be required effectually to excite their Pa- 
riſhioners to a liberal Contribution. All which I 
thought myſelf obliged to ſignify to your Lordſhip by 
this firſt Opportunity, not doubting, but that to the 


utmoſt 
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atmoſt of your Power you will recommend, and pro-

Councillor, We greet you well. Whereas 
| the Incorporated Society for the Propaga- 
ion of the Geſpel in Foreign Parts have by their Pe- 
ution humbly repreſented unto Us, that King Wit- 
LIAM the Third of glorious Memory, (upon Infor- 
mation, that zu many of the Engliſh Plantations, Co- 
antes, and Fattories beyond the Seas, the Proviſion fer 


Miniſters was very mean; and many other of his ſaid. 


Plantations, Colonies, and Fattories were whelly unpro- 


vided of a Maintenance for Miniſters, and the publick 


Worſhip of God; and for Lack of Support, and Main-

tenance for ſuch, many of His loving Subjects avanted 
the Adminiſtration of God's Word, and Sacraments, 
and ſeemed abandoned to Atheiſm, and Infidelity, and 
others of them to Popiſh Superſtition, and Idilatry) was 
graciouſly pleaſed to erect the (aid Corporation by 
Letters Patent, bearing Date the 16th Day of June, 
1701. For the Receiving, Managing, and Diſpoſing of 
the Charity of fuch of his loving Subjefls, as would be 
induced to extend their Charity towards the Maintenance 
of an Orthodox Clergy, und the making ſiich other Pre- 
vifians, as might be neceſſary for the Propagation of the 
Croſpel in Foreign Parts ; 


T'H AT ſince their Incorporation this Society hath 
fixed, and continues to maintain at a large Expence 
a great Number of Miſſionaries, Catechiſts, and 
School-maſters in many of the Colonies, Factories, 
and Plantations within our Dominions in America; 


T u 4 T they have diſtributed more, than an Hun- 
dred Thoujand Copies of the Bible, Common-Prayer, 
and other religious Books ; and that God hath fo 
bleſſed them with Succeſs in their Endeavours to diſ. 
charge the Truſt repoſed in them by the Charter, that 
not only ſome Thouſands of 1nd:ans and Negroes have 
been Inſtructed, and Baptized by their Miſſionaries ; 
but likewiſe by their Means, and Procurement many 
Churches have been built in ſeveral Parts of our Do- 
minions in America, where at preſent in populous 
Congregations the Word of God is taught, and the 

Ba- 
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Sacraments are adminiſtred according to the Liturgy 
of the Church of England. 


THAT the great Expences neceſſarily attending 
theſe good Works have frequently very much ex- 
ceeded the Income of the Society, which ariſeth al- 
moſt entirely from the voluntary Contributions of 
the Members, and of others Our good Subjects; and 
therefore the Society hath been obliged at two ſe- 
veral Times, viz. in the Years 1711, and 1714, to 
make humble Applications to Her Majeſty Queen 
ANNE ; and once in the Year 1718 to His late Ma- 
jeſty, Our Royal Father, for their Royal Letters for 
a publick Collection of Charity; which were moſt 
graciouſly granted, and the Society thereby enabled 
to proceed in the Profecution of thoſe good Pur- 
poſes, tor which they were Incorporated. 


Tu Ar ſince the Year 1718, the Society having 
not had the Benefit of any Supply by a publick Col- 
lection, and having at the preſſing Sollicitations of 
the Colonies (with which they were deſirous to com- 
ply, even beyond their Abilities, and without which 
no one Miſſion hath been eſtabliſhed) continued to 
encreaſe their Miſſionaries, Catechiſts, and School- 
maſters, have thereby incurred fo conhderable a Debt; 
that without Our Royal Aid, and Favour they will 
be unable to maintain, and continue the. preſent 
Number, when yet the Governors, and People in 
the Plantations, are ſtill very earneſtly preſſing tos 
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more; and the Popiſh Emiſſaries are very Vigilant, 
and Active in perverting, and drawing over Our Sub- 
jects to Popiſh Superitition, and Idolatry ; 


Tugy have therefore moſt humbly prayed Us to 
ve grant them Our Royal Letters, directed to the Lord

WW Biſhop of Fr, for a general Collection of Charity

ration, and being always ready to give the beſt En- 
dCouragement, and Countenance to Undertakings, 
oh :wbich tend ſo much to the promoting true Piety, 
and Our Holy Religion, are graciouſly pleaſed to con- 
deſcend to their Requeſt; and do hereby direct You, 
that theſe Our Letters be communicated to the ſeve- 
ral Suſtragan Biſhops within your Province, expreſly 
requiring them to take Care; that Publication be made 
hereof on ſuch Sunday, and in ſuch. Places within 
their teſpective Dioceſes, as the ſaid Biſhops ſhall ap- 
pointz And that upon this Occaſion, the Miniſters. 
in each Pariſh do effectually excite their Pariſhioners 
to a liberal Contribution, whoſe: Benevolence towards 
carry ing on the ſaid charitable Work, ſhall be col- 
lected the Week following, at their reſpective Dwel- 
lings by the Church Wardens, or Overſeers of the.
